Also, checkout Craig LaBarge's, WB3GCK, "A Simple and Flexible Tuner for 
QRP" at the link below. I built one up, and I must say that it is 
exactly what the author said it is. It will tune end fed wires of both 
low impedance (1/4 wave length) and high impedance (1/2 wave length) and 
probably more ! I'm planning on building another one and including a 
forward / reflected power bridge, plus a coaxial connector on the output 
so I can experiment with coax fed antennas with it. The tuner is nothing 


more than one coil and one variable capacitor, with a DPDT switch to 
configure it as an L network, or a series network for Hi and Lo 
impedance. Craig built his by winding the coil on a 35 mm film can, but 
you could make it smaller by winding the coil on a toroidal core, and 
using one of the little plastic variable caps from an old transistor 
radio, as the design calls for a 365pf cap !

I had one of these rigs very briefly. I'd bought it used and unseen, and the 
thing basically started imploding the first time I got it on the air. First 
it wouldn't put out more than 6 watts. Then the sidetone disappeared. Then 
it started failing after twenty minutes or so of QSOing, with power out 
dropping to a watt or less. The OM who sold it to me was an honest trader 
and took it back with a promise to fix it and do some upgrades I'd planned, 
all for free. Unfortunately it proved too far gone even for his superior 
skills, so he just refunded my money. 


Which sounds like I'm saying "Don't buy this radio," but I'm not. I loved 
it, even at just 6 watts. However, do bear in mind that MFJ is a crap shoot 
(no pun intended). Most times it works; I use a lot of MFJ products, and 
have been happy with all but that rig. The lesson I learned was, if you're 
buying second-hand MFJ, make sure you've got a trustworthy, stand-up seller 
so you don't end up holding the bag if your number comes up. 


Aside from that, here's my take on the 9420: 


Good: 


10 watts out. There's almost nothing you can't do with that, at least on CW. 
Frankly I don't know why there aren't more 10w rigs out there. 


It's neat to have the SSB portion of the band, even if you never op SSB. (I 
don't.) You can listen to IARN bulletins and monitor voice traffic while you 
play around with antennas, straighten up your operating position, etc. 


You can't beat that MFJ tower configuration, with rig, AC/DC ps, and tuner 
all in one compact block. Again, I don't know why other companies don't do 
this. 


Mine keyed well; no complaints. 
Bad: 


My rig had the famous MFJ drift. It was fairly old, and I understand that 
MFJ has since reduced this (bad caps in the early models) though I've been 
unable to confirm this. Then again, a little drift helps reel in some of the 
black box elitism out there. In the few weeks I had my 9420 on the air, I 
got to smiling every time someone complained about my drift. That's real 
progress for a recovering TenTec snob such as myself. ("Yeah, the volcano 
buried him alive under fifty feet of ash, but at least his TenTec was still 
on freq.") 


I also had no headphone jack. Dumb! This is a definite "What were they 
thinking" situation, but as you know, they have at least come up to speed on 
that. 


No RIT, unless they've changed this since. Which makes the following all the 
worse: 


The rig desperately needs narrower filtres for CW ops. All they give you are 
those garage-door SSB filtres, so that many times even ordinary band condx 
are like working a pileup. This in my opinion is the single greatest 
weakness of the rig.

I don't think the McD case is applicable at all to the solder case, 
or to HAMs in general. 


About the infamous hot coffee suit....it was excellent publicity for 
McD. Did the person filing the coffee suit win? Who really won? Just 
think, folks are still taking about it, perhaps in the McD drive 
through. The punitive damages were reduced to 480K + 160K compensatory, 
about 1/2 of coffee sales by McD. Now figure how much a 1 minute 
commercial would cost during prime time on many networks, many times 
over. Who's really laughing? 


VV VV VV MV 


Actually, the customer won. But that is NOT the same as these kinds of 
lawsuits. In the McD case, they had previous complaints of injury from 
the 


fact that the coffee they served at the time was EXCESSIVELY hotter 

than what is allowed for consumer coffee making equipment. McD 

always claimed that they wanted their coffee extremely hot since a lot of 
customers would buy it and 'take it out' somewhere so it would stay 
reasonably hot. I know in my case, I actually didn't like it, as I 
couldn't 

take a sip of the stuff until after I had eaten the rest of my meal! Even 
then, it usually was still way too hot. 


Also, in the McD case, the woman had allegedly taken the coffee from 

the window and put it between her legs. The lid was not fastened tight, 
and the coffee spilled, and caused severe burns with scaring that actually 
required some skin grafts... 


Key to the McD case was the fact that McD was preparing a hazardous 
product (thermally) and handed it in an unsafe condition to a patron that 
expected it to be secure. 


That's quite different from any of the other stuff, like the solder 
arguments, which probably follow more along the ‘gun suit' line. Solder 
is a legal but 'advised' substance. There are risk assumed with it's 

use and handling. As HAMs, we assume those risk and responsibilities 

for 'safe handling' in the process of using the material. (Hey, there are 
warnings on solder for years now, just like cigarettes!) 


You know, as HAMs, we all need to be more aware of the things we 
do. 


Example... I went to the fridge at work. Some IDIOT had put batteries 

in there from a laptop. He heard they 'last longer' that way. Never mind 
they were NiCads. Never mind they had crystalline indication of seepage. 
Never mind the guy was an IDIOT! 


But then, I'm one of the people that 'lick' a 9v to see how good the 
charge 
state is....

I own and use the 111340 which is the 40m version and 
have built and use several other Tkits. Overall, most 
are good values and well designed. Regarding the 1300 
series a few observations: 


(1) The unit is heavier than most QRP rigs! Case is 
very rugged. 

(2) The means of mechanical assembly is cumbersome. 
Its difficult to take out the PC board for 
modifications. 

(3) A lot of care is needed to attach the VFO coil and 
immobilize it, because if any part of it moves your 
frequency calibration will shift! 

(4) My 1340 has 70 kHz tuning range. If you get this 
kind of range on 30m, you will have a challenge 


Thanks 


keeping track of the band edges! 

(5) The only mod mine has required is to remove C1 to 
reduce a significant QSK thump. Others have made mods 
to filter receive audio. I did test each crystal 
using a simple oscillator, and I found a measurable 
frequency spread - so I selected the closest 4 of the 
6 for use in the crystal filter. I did this by 
putting alligator clips on the fixture and tuning in 
the oscillator on a receiver, leaving the dial fixed 
and comparing pitch. This simple technique gave me a 
decent filter, although its still on my to do list to 
evaluate it with spectrogram! Other kits seem to 
pre-match their crystals better! 

(5) Building is not that difficult in comparison to 
other kits (except for mechanical assembly), but the 
alignment of the RIT does take some patience. 

(6) You may not like their connector choices: S0-239 
for coax, quarter inch jack for headphones, RCA for 
key and power. Yes there is no keyer built-in (you 
could add a Norcal keyer if you wished!). 


The TT series is not a bad choice overall. I have had 
a blast with my 38 special (stock at 400mW) working 
several stations in Europe - so you will not be 
disappointed with 3 watts and a good superhet on 30m!

Digikey tends not to stock RF parts, indeed, you will find precious few 
transistors there other than surface mount. 


Generally, you can get transistors for finals and the like at R.F. Parts, 
but typically at fairly breathtaking prices. Better to keep an eye out for 
the popular numbers and pick them up at hamfests or whatever. 


However, RF Parts says "call" for the 5109, but they have a 5109N for a mere 
three and a quarter. (Of course, that's probably twelve dollars Canadian or 
something like that <g>). I assume that the N is the same thing in a 
different package, but I don't know what sort of package an N is fora 
transistor. If it's in a DIP I doubt you will be able to get the heat out 
like you can from a TO-39. American Microsemi shows them available in the 
TO-39 for under 2 bucks, but I've never actually dealt with them.

Our backyard sports five tall conifers. A few years ago I had installed a 
pulley attached to an Amabilis Fir via an eyebolt at about the 50-foot 
level. That single eyebolt allows the tree to prosper and to do all the 
wonderful things living trees do while it supported an antenna. I attached 
a 12-pound lead fishing weight to a rope which fed through the pulley to 
support my 40 m half-wavelength dipole between there and another eyebolt on 
the side of the house. The fishing weight hung only about ten feet below 
that pulley, which was plenty for it to manage the swaying of the tree in 
heavy winds, but in order to make any antenna changes, I'd have to re-climb 
the tree all the way to the pulley. 


I'd been meaning to put up a similar dipole for 80 m higher up the tree. 
Finally, the advent of our five new channels at 60 m stimulated me to get 
the project off the ground. This time, I decided to leave the old pulley in 
place, but also to install a long enough rope so that the lead weight would 
be accessible from a ladder. Similarly, a higher pulley would support a 
second fishing weight which could also be reached at ladder height. A trip 
to a marine supply store yielded a cheap 9-pound fishing weight and 100 feet 
of 6 mm polypropylene kernmantel rope. At the hardware store I found a 
cheap pulley and carabiner (not mountaineering quality) and an eyebolt. 


After a few days' discussion, Margaret KD7CEL agreed on the Fourth of July 
to serve as my belayer. Meanwhile, I'd constructed two dipoles: one with 
pretty sturdy hardware-store wire for 80 m and another with similar, but 
lighter gauge wire for 60 m. I'd already tested the 80 m dipole and I'd 
deployed it temporarily by tying a scaffold hitch around a rock with 
parachute cord and lofting it over a convenient branch about 40 feet up the 
Amabilis Fir. (That's not acceptable for a permanent installation, since a 
rope around a branch can interfere with its circulation and will eventually 
kill it.) 


After Margaret and I returned home from watching the Blaine Fourth of July 


parade in beautiful weather, I began assembling my mountaineering gear for 
the great Amabilis Fir expedition. Funny thing, my seat harness, like old 
clothes in my closet, seemed to have shrunk over time! I used a 12 mm 
kernmantel perlon rope to anchor the belay point to a neighboring Douglas 
Fir. My 11 mm kernmantel perlon climbing rope fed through a wide locking 
carabiner with a M nter hitch. That kind of belay system allows the belayer 
considerable freedom of motion while still keeping a hand on the belay rope. 


I loaded a sleeping back stuff sack with a brace and bit and a rotary-crank 
drill, plus some pliers, the 9-pound fishing weight, a spare rope. a heavy 
screwdriver and a drinking water bladder. In my pants pockets I stuffed a 
heavy bolt, a long parachute cord, a Swiss army knife and a fire-lighting 
kit with lighter and matches. 


I donned my climbing helmet and tied on my extremely tight-fitting 
rock-climbing shoes with no socks. They're uncomfortable, but give my 
footing great friction and security. I mounted a rock-climbing gear sling 
with various lengths of sling loops and carabiners around me 
bandolier-style. At the top of the fiberglass Werner extension ladder, I 
was able to attach my first protection point with a sling loop fashioned 
into a girth-knot around a stout branch and then I clipped the attached 
carabiner through the climbing rope. If I slipped, I would fall to that 
protection point and then below it the same distance that I'd climbed above 
the protection point before Margaret's M nter hitch belay would begin to 
stop my fall. 


An Amabalis Fir is not built like a rock wall. In order to minimize 
friction, I needed to string the climbing rope straight up the tree. The 
Amabalis branches weren't so cooperative. The best climbing route required 
a lot of zig-zagging. To keep the climbing rope straight, I had to stop 
frequently to anchor my seat harness independently to one or two branches 
before I detached the climbing rope from the harness and re-routed it. I 
spend a lot more time rigging slings than actually climbing. As I continued 
up, I noticed not only that the view improved. I also could hear traffic 
noise and conversations and firecrackers more clearly than from the ground. 


When I reached the old pulley at the 50-foot level, I noticed that the tree 
had grown enough to almost envelop the eye-bolt. JI anchored myself securely 
at that point and told Margaret she could let go of the belay rope. I tied 
the heavy bolt to the parachute cord and let that down so Margaret could tie 
on the stuff-sack gear container, which I then hauled up and secured. Wind 
motion had kept the pulley functioning, so I was able to carefully replace 
the old short rope with a much longer new one. I also decided to use the 
old 12-pound fishing weight for the higher pulley, so I installed the new 
9-pound weight on the new rope at the lower pulley. I lowered the 9-pound 
weight all the way to the ground, planning to shorten it later from the top 
of the ladder. 


Above the lower pulley, I was in terra nova. About the time I finally 
reached a spot where the main Amabilis Fir trunk divided into two, about 80 
feet off the ground, Margaret starting making some plaintive noises about 
how long this was taking and how boring it was for her. 


I began the awkward process of drilling a small-diameter hole in one of the 
twin Amabilis Fir trunks with the brace and bit, followed by a larger 
diameter hole with the hand-powered rotary drill. Even though I was well 
harnessed against falling, drilling was was still difficult since I couldn't 
put much pressure against the tree while I drilled. I finally decided that 
the hole might be large enough to allow the eyebolt to catch hold. Sure 
enough, with the extra leverage from the shaft of the large screwdriver, I 
was able to screw the eyebolt in, leaving enough of its shaft exposed to 
allow the tree a few years of growth before it overwhelmed the eyebolt. I 
attached the hardware-store carabiner and the cheap pulley. 


I then asked Margaret to take cover in the garage while I threw the heavy 
bolt out so the following parachute cord would clear the Amabilis Fir 
branches before hitting the ground. Margaret attached the parachute cord to 
the new rope which I had previously tied to one end of the 80 m dipole with 
a grapevine or double fisherman's knot. I generally use knots rather than 
insulators at the ends of my wire antennas. As I hauled in the parachute 
cord, followed by the new rope, the dipole got caught in a tall hedge. 
Margaret nudged it free. Then I untied the new rope from the parachute cord 
and prepared to feed it through the pulley. The rope slipped out of my hand 
and quickly returned to the ground. So, I had to repeat the parachute cord 
and large bolt routine. When I finally had the new rope in hand again, I 
continued to pull it and the attached 80 m dipole up to my perch. This time 
to prevent losing it again, I secured the new rope temporarily with a 
figure-eight loop clipped through a carabiner which was secureded to a tree 
branch with a climbing sling. Now I had no problem attaching the 12-pound 
fishing weight to the new rope after it was fed through the pulley. I 
lowered the fishing weight to the ground, again intending to shorten the 
rope from the top of the ladder, I unhooked the carabiner from the loop and 
let the antenna end of the rope pull itself down from my position. 


Then I repeated the same process for the 60 m dipole. I tried to pull it up 
the tree, but somehow it got stuck. I realized that I needed another pulley 
to solve the problem of the 60 m dipole later. I seriously considered 
employing my expensive mountaineering rescue pulley. Finally I settled ona 
simple mountaineering descender ring, which I clipped into the cheap 
hardware carabiner. I fed the 60 m dipole rope through that and then sent 
the rope down the tree weighted with miscellaneous climbing gear. 


Finally, I was able to tell Margaret that I was ready to descend. I asked 
her to return the the belay position so I could removed my fixed protection 
system and continue down to the ground. 


When I finally touched the lawn, Margaret informed me that I'd been aloft 
for five hours. I had completely lost track of time. It's good that I'd 
taken water to drink. Nevertheless, I was extremely thirsty. 


After a delicious supper, I returned to tidy up the antenna project. I 
tugged at the 60 m dipole. It was stuck. I tugged harder. It broke off. 

I then pulled its rope free through the descender ring and discovered that 
only the portion of the wire which formed half of the grapevine knot was 
broken. I was hopeful that the effect on its resonance would be minimal. I 
was doubly glad that I hadn't left my fancy rescue pulley up the tree. 


Then I tried to pull the 80 m dipole so that I could attach the 60 m dipole 
to the 80 m dipole rope. It got stuck. I pulled it down the other way and 
discovered that I'd forgotton to remove that "temporary" figure-eight loop. 
When I told Margaret about the problem, she was ready to turn somersaults. 

I saw, however, that I could reach the knot if I could re-climb the tree 
about a body-length above the extension ladder, so instead of re-rigging the 
climbing rope system, I resolved to climb it using a series of fixed 
protection points. Margaret then asked why I hadn't climbed the tree that 
way in the first place. It was a reasonable question for which I had no 
reasonable reply. 


Oh, yes. All antennas are working fine now!

I like the PicoKeyer-RM, the replacement keyer chip for the Small Wonder 

Labs Rock-Mite plug-in chip at U3. NOXAS of HamGadgets has done some fancy 
programming to add extra features which only need the standard Rock-Mite 
push-button and keyer paddles to operate. It retains the Rock-Mite feature 
which switches the keyer to straight-key mode when a monaural plug is 
inserted into the keyer socket before power-up. The PicoKeyer-RM chip is 
non-volatile, so you can set parameters and forget them. It adds two 
easily-accessible CW memories which can be chained together if needed. 
(Hello, Ten-Tec! Am I the only Argonaut V owner who is waiting for a 
software update which will introduce CW memories?) The PicoKeyer-RM also 
includes a choice between A and B keyer modes, adjustable dit/dah ratio or 
keyer weight, variable-pitch audio sidetone (an especially valuable 
improvement), very fast keyer speed changing, switching the dit and dah 
paddle sides, and you can also make the chip revert to factory default 
values, erasing the memories at the same time. Do I still have a wish list? 

Sure, but it's very short. How about including a beacon mode? A beacon 
mode is included in the competitive Jackson Harbor Press RMK, but that keyer 
requires a pot for speed changing. 


I did have a glitch in implementing this keyer chip change. The 
PicoKeyer-RM requires that a 1 kilohm resistor connect keyer chip pins 1 and 
4. The resistor installation can be accomplished without soldering by 
simply squeezing the shortened ends of the supplied 1/8 W resistor into 
socket holes 1 and 4, or they can be soldered to those legs on the side of 
the chip, or they can be soldered to the underside of the Rock-Mite board. 
I chose the latter option. When I re-assembled the board into the American 
Morse Equipment MityBox, both receive and transmit were severely degraded. 
I don't know what the cause was, but I double-insulated the resistor from 
the Mity Box by installing a trimmed-down out-of-date Audubon Society 
membership card between the circuit board and the MityBox, (What will some 
future archaeologist make of that?) and I also enveloped the resistor with 
rubber cement. I also shoved a small sliver from the same card between the 
board and the RG-174 coaxial cable which connects the circuit board to the 
antenna socket. The Rock-Mite works fine now.

Folks, 


I, too, have considered reversing an antenna switch to switch one antenna to 
several transceivers. In my case, they are the Alpha Delta line of switches 


containing the "Arc Plug" feature. Others have mentioned using the switches, 
so I thought I'd share what I learned from corresponding direct with Alpha 
Delta. 


I asked W8AD of Alpha Delta if it was safe to reverse their Delta 2 and 
Delta 4 switches when running full legal power. (I hereby 'fess up to owning 
a station that, when needed, is run at full legal power). Here's W8AD's 
reply: 


>>Don, 


Yes, you can do this OK. Be sure to properly ground the switch plates and it 
is necessary to have the unselected rigs turned off. The isolation between 
ports is greater than 60 dB. TNX,

Thanks, Mike; and also thanks to several of you who sent me a direct email 
with the new URL. For some reason, I did not see the original notification. 
I only get the digest and must have missed it. 


I got my Spartan Sprint score in this afternoon. Seventeen contacts on 40 
meters (up from eleven on my first Sprint last month).

Also, I got to use my 
new backyard antenna, an inverted vee with 50 ft. legs and 300 ohm twinlead 
feeder. My K1 ATU can't tune it, but my ZM-2 sure can.

I like the PicoKeyer-RM, the replacement keyer chip for the Small Wonder 
Labs Rock-Mite plug-in chip at U3. NOXAS of HamGadgets has done some fancy 
programming to add extra features which only need the standard Rock-Mite 
push-button and keyer paddles to operate. It retains the Rock-Mite feature 
which switches the keyer to straight-key mode when a monaural plug is 
inserted into the keyer socket before power-up. The PicoKeyer-RM chip is 
non-volatile, so you can set parameters and forget them. It adds two 
easily-accessible CW memories which can be chained together if needed. 
(Hello, Ten-Tec! Am I the only Argonaut V owner who is waiting for a 
software update which will introduce CW memories?) The PicoKeyer-RM also 
includes a choice between A and B keyer modes, adjustable dit/dah ratio or 
keyer weight, variable-pitch audio sidetone (an especially valuable 
improvement), very fast keyer speed changing, switching the dit and dah 
paddle sides, and you can also make the chip revert to factory default 
values, erasing the memories at the same time. Do I still have a wish list? 
Sure, but it's very short. How about including a beacon mode? A beacon

mode is included in the competitive Jackson Harbor Press RMK, but that keyer 
requires a pot for speed changing. 


I did have a glitch in implementing this keyer chip change. The 
PicoKeyer-RM requires that a 1 kilohm resistor connect keyer chip pins 1 and 
4. The resistor installation can be accomplished without soldering by 
simply squeezing the shortened ends of the supplied 1/8 W resistor into 
socket holes 1 and 4, or they can be soldered to those legs on the side of 
the chip, or they can be soldered to the underside of the Rock-Mite board. 
I chose the latter option. When I re-assembled the board into the American 
Morse Equipment MityBox, both receive and transmit were severely degraded. 
I don't know what the cause was, but I double-insulated the resistor from 
the Mity Box by installing a trimmed-down out-of-date Audubon Society 
membership card between the circuit board and the MityBox, (What will some 
future archaeologist make of that?) and I also enveloped the resistor with 
rubber cement. I also shoved a small sliver from the same card between the 
board and the RG-174 coaxial cable which connects the circuit board to the 
antenna socket. The Rock-Mite works fine now.
